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The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use 
or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all obviousness 

rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the alternative, 
under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Kadoi. The reference teaches blends of polyphenylene 
sulfide and olefin copolymer of a-olefin and glycidyl ester of an unsaturated acid that have high 
impact strength, flexibility and gas-barrier properties and can be used to make a fuel line tube. 
See col. 7, lines 44-59 and examples. A fuel line tube made from the compositions of the 
reference that are substantially the same as the compositions used to make the claimed fuel system 
part inherently has the required fuel permeability coefficient, tensile elongation and Izod impact 
strength or it would have been obvious to prepare a fuel system part from blends of polyphenylene 
sulfide and olefin copolymer having the required properties. See In re Best 195 USPQ 430 
(CCPA 1977). 

Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the alternative, 
under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over JP '916. The reference teaches blends of polyphenylene 
sulfide and olefin copolymer of a-olefin and glycidyl ester of an unsaturated acid that have high 
impact strength and gas-barrier properties and are used to make structures that contact fuel. See 
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the translation at page 2, paragraph 0012, page 3, paragraph 0017 and examples. A structure that 
contacts fuel made from the compositions of the reference that are substantially the same as the 
compositions used to make the claimed fuel system part inherently has the required fuel 
permeability coefficient, tensile elongation and Izod impact strength or it would have been 
obvious to prepare a fuel system part from blends of polyphenylene sulfide and olefin copolymer 
having the required properties. See In re Best 195 USPQ 430 (CCPA 1977). 
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
